Resolution Adopted 
The last major effort in this 
field was centered in a meeting 
of the 114-nation U.N. Disarma­ 
m e n t commission in New York 
beginning April 21) and running 
tlu’ough June 16. At the conclu­ 
sion of this conference, India 
and 28 cosponsors put through a 
resolution calling for resump­ 
tion of disarm am ent talks at 
Geneva in the 17-nation U.N. 
Disarmament Committee. 
It was in following up this ac­ 
tion that the United States pro­ 
posed to the Soviet Union agree­

amendment for the determina-

presidential 
disability 
and succession. 
A deadlock that persisted for 
two months and threatened to 
kill the proposal finally was re­ 
solved 
Wednesday 
night, 
and 


I prompt approval of the final 
version by both House and Sen- 
! ate is expected. 
The 
agreement 
reached 
by 
the conferees would give Con­ 
gress 21 days to decide the issue 
when the vice president contests 
; the right of a once disabled 
president to resume office. 
The proposed amendment also 
provides for the succession to 
the presidency of the vice presi­ 
dent — now a matter of custom, 
but without constitutional sanc- 
I lion — and prescribes a method 
for insuring that the vice presi­ 
dency always will be filled. 
The drive for such an amend­ 
ment 
began 
after 
President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower had been 
disabled by a heart attack in 
1955 and picked up speed after 
I the assassination of President 


I John F. Kennedy in 1963. Sever­ 
al 
varied 
views on 
how the 
i amendment should be worded 
were distilled by the American 
Bar Association into a set of 
principles that both House and 
Senate accepted. 
On the question of keeping the 
I vice 
presidency 
filled, 
the 
amendment 
provides that the 
president 
would 
nominate 
a 
! person to fill a vacancy, subject 
to approval by majority vote of 
both houses of Congress. 
The question of presidential 
disability 
is divided 
into two 
parts: when the president vol­ 
untarily declares himself unable 
to carry out his duties, and 
when he does not make such a 
: declaration. 
In 
the first case, 
the vice 
president takes over the presi­ 
dential 
duties 
only 
until 
the 
president declares himself able 
to resume them. 
In the second case, the vice 
president and a majority of the 
Cabinet may declare a presi­ 
dent unable to carry on. where­ 
upon tile vice president imme­ 
diately assumes the powers of 
the office. 
Thereafter, 
when 
the 
presi­ 
dent sends Congress a written 
declaration 
that 
no 
disability 
exists, hr is reinstated at once, 
unless the vice president and a 
majority of the Cabinet declare 
in writing that he bs not capable 
of discharging his duties. 
Congress then would have to 
decide the issue, and it would 
take a two-thirds vote of both 
Houses to determine that the 
president is disabled and that 
the vice president should contin­ 
ue to carry out his duties. Under 
the agreement reached Wednes­ 
day, Congress would have to act 
within 21 days, or the president 
automatically would resume his 
lowers of ofliec.

The 12-5 vote sent the S6-bil- 
lion bill to the Senate floor for 
expected passage in July. 
It was the first time the com­ 
mittee had been willing to ap­ 
prove a 
health 
care for 
the 
aged program tied into tile So­ 
cial Security system. Last year 
it rejected such a move 11-6. 
The committee made num er­ 
ous changes in the bill passed 
April 8 by the House and strong­ 
ly endorsed by President John­ 
son. 
But 
it 
retained 
the 
major 
framework, including these tw o 
new programs designed to take 
care of most of the medical 
and hospital costs of the 19 mil 
lion persons 65 and over: 
—A basic plan financed under 
Social Security covering hospi­ 
talization, 
posthospital 
nursing 
home care, out-patient hospital 
diagnostic services, and 
post­ 
hospital home health visits. 
—A voluntary, suppplemental 
insurance 
plan 
covering 
doc­ 
tors’ fees for services at home, 
at the office or in a hospital, as 
well as some additional servic­ 
es. 
The committee 
action cam e 
as the House of Delegates of 
the American Medical associa­ 
tion approached a show'down on 
whether to urge fellow' physi­ 
cians to boycott Medicare or to 
delay a decision. 
Benefits Boosted 
Pending in die New York meet­ 
ing were 
proposals 
asking in 
one way or another that doctors 
not participate In government 
health plans. 
A compromise awaiting ac- 
don would postpone the deci­ 
sion until after the congression­ 
al fate of the program is decid­ 
ed. 
In addition to the health care 
provisions, the bill! approved by 
the Senate committee w o u Id 
make numerous changes in the 
present Social Security system. 
Most important is a 7 per cent 
increase in retirement, disabili­ 
ty and survivor benefits retroac­ 
tive to Jan. I this year. 
Levies Increased 
The maximum retirement pay­ 
ment for a person going on the 
rolis now would be boosted to 
$135.90 a month compared with 
the present $127. The minimum 
would go up from $40 to $44. 
The bill will bring an increase 
in Social Security taxes next 
year to about $5 billion as com­ 
pared w ith 1965 or of $2.5 billion 
as compared with what present 
law w'ould yield in 1966. The in­ 
crease is needed to finance both 
the higher Social Security pay­ 
ments and the basic health plan. 
The committee adopted more 
than 
75 
amendments 
to 
the 
House version in its month of 
closed meetings on the bill. 
One major change was in the 
financing provisions. The com­ 
mittee decided to make Hie $(>.- 
GOO taxable wage base effective 
in 1966 instead of 1971 as the 
House had voted. 
The base now is S 1.800. The 
House bill would boost it 
to 
$5,600 in 1966, and to $6,600 five 
years later. 
Earning Floor Raised 
Under the Senate change, the 
tax rates would be somewhat 
lower than those fixed bv 
tile 
House 
bill 
for 
the next 
few 
years. The effect of the Senate 
provision is to throw a some­ 
what larger share of Social Secu­ 
rity cost onto higher - income 
families. 
The committee in its final se*- 
sions today 
made two signifi­ 
cant revisions. 
It further liberalized the hos­ 
pitalization provisions under the 
basic plan and also the income 
lest 
w h i c h determines 
how 
much a person eligible for So­ 
cial 
Security 
retirement 
may 
earn and still draw benefits.

New School Aid 
Services Added

LA N SIN G (A P ) — The house 
approved a long list of 
extra­ 
curricular services to students 
in private and parochial schools 
Tuesday, over questions of its 
constitutionality and objections 
that it was unworkable. 
Passage of the Senate - ap­ 
proved bill came in a marathon 
session in which the house voted 
for cleaner water, more circuit 
judges, and a road through the 
Porcupine M o u n t a i n s State 
Park, 
winding up just a 
half­ 
hour before the midnight dead­ 
line for passage of bills. 
It also voted a fourth time to 
approve no special regulations 
for tile one-room school house 
run by Michigan’s Amish com­ 
munity, and a second time to 
kill the bounty' on red foxes and 
bob cats. 
Deadline Friday 
House-senate conference com­ 
mittees have until midnight t ri­ 
dgy to reach agreement over 
tho>e bills on which the amend­ 
ments differ. 
An amended version of the 
senate water pollution control 
bill was passed in tile house, and 
the 
bounty b ill was 
approved 
after two house bills repealing 
the bounties on foxes, bobcats 
and coyotes failed to come out 
of the senate conservation com­ 
mittee. 
The auxiliary services bill was 
a companion to an already ap­
